The first train, which 

carried tents and their belongings, passed 

into Cenada safely, but the train conveying 

all the animals belonging to the shows met 

withanawful disaster. The scene is one of 

confusion. At either side of the track are dis- 

tributed the bodies of the dead horses, with 

here and there a poor beast which had re- 

ceived injuries that rendered it useless, teth- 

ered to fences. At theside of the highway 

areonecamel, sacred cows, steers and vari- 

ous other animals which were rescued from 

the derailed cars. The cars are crushed and

SEEMINGLY HOPELESS ENTANGLEMENT. 

The elephants.which wers in the first car that 

that was derailed and not hurt, have been 

taken from the car and are swaying their 

bodies angrily as if displeased at their un- 

usually long confinement.

Hethinksthe loss of the day’s re- 
ceipts at Montreal will be about $18,000, 
and some of the horses that were killed are 
valued at thousands of dollars each. Money 
cannot replace thet, as it required 
two yearsof training them after the right 
kind has been secured. The last indications 
are that the wreck will be cleared up at noon 
and the show will be sent on ita way to Mon- 
treal this afternoon. It was billed for Montreal 
to-day and to-morrow. The number of horses 
killed wastwenty-four. The New Hampshire 
and Maine delegations of the G. A. K. encamp- 
ment at Milwaukee are delayed at Norwood on 
accountof the accident. They occupy four 
sleeping coaches and should bave arrived at 
Niagara Falls bythis time. 

VALUABLE &TOCK KILLED. 

The trick ponies, which have attracted much 
attention, were among the animals killed. 
The $7,000 stallion, which was driven by Mrs. 
Adam Forepaugh, Jr., was also killed. It is 
said that Mrs. Forepaugh wept bitterly 
and would not e consoled when 
she learned of the death of this horse. 
The pretty white mule, whieh performed 
remarkable tricks, is also among the lost. 
Seven of the eight chariot borses are dead. 
There are about eighty head of live stock 
stabied and pastured near the scene of the 
wreck. ‘These were taken fromthe derailed 
cars, Eleven men were taken out of Ge of 
the cars through the roof, there being no 
other way of egress. The a»bight was 
wery dark and this made the work of 
rescue much more diflicult. Bonfires were 
built at safe distance from the wreck and they 
shed some light overthe ghastly scene. The 
Arabs were much terrified at first, but when 
they found that none of their party were 
injured they worked bravely in rescuing 
others. Stock cars have een brought 
here to convey the animals to 
Montreal, and all the details have been ar- 
ranged for the transporting of the remainder 
of the show as soon as the track is cleared. 
The total number of horses killed is now re- 
ported as thirty-three. Two or three otners 
are expected to die. Some were killed to re- 
lieve their sufferings. 


The Knoxville Disaster. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., August 23.—As an- 
nounced in yesterday’s PostT-DISPATCH, the 
Knoxville, Cumberland Gap & Louisville Rail- 
road was completed this week, and an excur- 


sion train was made up by the company to 
give the prominent citizens of the city a ride 
over the line.

A Fishing Smack Sunk. 


Ry Telerraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

New York, August 23.—On the rocky bot- 
tom,fivé miles from Sandy Hook, lies the once 
handsome little fishing smack Wm. Riley. 
She was run into while at anchor last Wednes- 


day night by the brig Sunbeam, outward 
bound. The smack sank in less than twenty 
minutes, and one man, a Portuguese sailor 
named Morris Lageueda, went down with 
her. The others on board were taken off by 
the Sunbeam and landed in New York yester- 
day by the tug Charm. The Sunbeam an- 
chored between the Sandy Hook and Scot- 
land light ships after the accident. 
She belongs to the Armstrong Line 
and was bound for Demerara. As 
she was reported to be compartively unin- 
jured she is supposed to have proceeded to 
sea. The survivors of the Wm. Riley are: 
Capt. Ezra Cobb, commander; Manual Serat, 
steward; Daniei Johnson, Geo. Davis and An- 
ton Brown, sailors. Capt. Cobb was found 
on board the schooner Franklin D. Nelson at 
the foot of Beekman street yesterday enjoyin 
the hospitality of Capt. Elias Smith. Most o 
the schooner’s crew were with bim. Capt. 
Cobb has been a coasting skipper for over 
forty years. He nearly lost hie life when his 
vessel went down, but he gave the particulars 
of the disaster with the utmost coolness. 


A Shipwrecked Mariner. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., August 23.—The schooner 
Martha A. Bradley arrived to-day from Grand 
Bank, having on board Capt. Charies T. Rog- 
ers, of the boat Nickelodeon, who was 


picked up on the western edge of Grand Bank 
August 10, in a helpless condition. Rogers 
is 39 years old, a native of Dux- 
bury. He sailed from Boston for Paris in 
his 18-foot Nickelodeon July3. He enjoyed 
tavoradle weather until the 8th, when he took 
agale from northwest, lasting seventy-two 
hours. When it abated he found himself in 
the Georges. For thirty-eight days he did not 
seeavessel. By July 28 he bad become 80 
blind from the sun’s glare that he couid 
not see his compass and steered by the 
sun for three days. For the last fourteen 
days his boat drifted around atthe mercy of 
wind and sea, the marine being nearly ex- 
hausted as wellas almost sightiess and spent 
most of his time tvyiug in the bottom of the 
boat. When found, his condition was such 
that he could have lived but a short time had 
he not been rescued. His spirits 
were buoyed up by what he considered a 
favorable omen. At one time for small sharks 
came near hjs boat. He regarded this as an 
indication that he would be picked upin four 
days by the fourth boat he saw, which omen 
was verified. For four days prior to his res- 
cue be saw a vessel each day, but they were so 
far away that his signal was apparently not 
seen until the last day of the four, when the 
Bradley came to his rescue.

WHY WE ARE RIGHT-HANDED. 


Protection of the Vulnerable Part of the 
Body. 


From the American Analyst. 

Primitive man, being by nature a fighting 
animal, fought for the most part at first with 
his great canine teeth, his nails and his fists, 
till in process of time he added to those early 
and natural weapons the further persuasions 
ofaciuborshillaleh. He also fought, as Dar- 
win has conclusively shown, in the main for 
the possession of the ladies of his 


kind, against other members of his own 
sex and species. And if you fight you 
soon learn to protect the most exposed and 
vulnerable portion of your body. Or, if you 
don’t, natural selection manages it for you, 
by killing you off asan immediate conse- 
quence, To the boxer, wrestler or hand-to- 
hand combatant, that most vulnerable por- 
tion is undoubtedly the heart. A hard blow, 
well delivered on the left breast, will easily 
kill, or, at any rate, stun even a strong man. 
Hence, from an early period men have used 
the right band to fight with, and have em- 
ployed the left arm chiefly to cover the heart 
and to parry a biow aimed at that specially 
vuinerable region. And when weapons 
of offense and defense supersede mere fists 
and teeth, it is the right hand that grasps the 
spear or sword, while the left holds over the 
heart for defense the shield or bucxler. From 
this simple origin, then, the whole vast dif- 
ference of right and left in civilized lire takes 
its beginning. Atfiret no doubt the supert- 
ority of the right hand was only felt in the 
manner of fighting. But that alone gave it a 
distinct pull and paved the way at last for the 
supremacy elsewhere; for when weapons 
cameinto use the habitual employment of 
the right hand to graspthe spear, sword or 
knife made the nerves or muscles of the right 
side far more obedient to the con- 
trol of the will than those of the left. The 
dexterity thus acquired by the right—see how 
the word ‘‘dexterity’’ implies this fact—made 
it more natural forthe early bunterand arti- 
ficer to employ the same hand pretferentlally 
in the manufacture of flint hatchets, bows and 
arrows, and allthe other manifold activities 
ot savage life. It was the hand with which he 
gras his weapon; it was therefore the 

and with which he chipped it. To the end, 
however, the right hand remains especially 
**the hand in which you hold your knife;’’ and 
that is exactly how your own children to this 
day decide the question which is which, when 
they begin to know their right band from their 
left for practical purposes.

One May Be Bunt as a Lasting Monument to 
the Race im 1802. 


From the New York Herald. 

Ministers and presidents of Hebrew congre- 
gations allover the country are signing the 
call tor a convention to be held this fall to 
consider plans for adual celebration of the 
500th anniversary of the expulsion of the Jews 
from Spain and the discovery of America by 
Columbus, which occurs in 1892, There is 
considerable mystery as to the form which 


this proposed demonstration will take, As 
e * in the Herald it is 
more than likely that a great university will 
be established to commemorate the events. 

The Rev. Dr. Isaac M. Wise of Cincinnati is 
the leader of the opposition to this projec:. 
He is President of the Hebrew Union Oollege 
in that city, founded by the organization 
known as the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, which held a convention in 
Detroit this week.‘ It represents the radical 
reform Hebrew element, and its membership 
is principally in the West and South. Dr. 
Wise is believed by many to have declared 
against the celebration because he does not 
favor the plan ofa new university. In his 
pubiie protest, though, he makes the point 
that Hebrews have no need for commending 
the toleration shown to them in this country, 
oe itisarightand not a privilege they 
enjoy. 

The Rev. Dr. Pereira Medes, minister of the 
Spanish and Portuguese gongregation in West 
Nineteenth street, this city, who is foremost 
inthe movementfor @ celebration, has ad- 
dressed an open letter to Dr. Wise on the sub- 
ject. Among other reasons, Dr. Mendes gives 


‘these why the plan should be carried out: 


»The suggestion to present to the nation 
some practical gift is the suxgestion of a few 
gentlemen whose status in the community is 
worthy of respect, at least. History bas not 
until this recorded a nation’s progress 
as wonderful as the progress of 
America. But in this progress the 
Jews have been singularly active. It is not 
unbecoming for us to erect a monument which 
shall last as long as history lasts, de- 
clare to the world that the Jew is 
worthy vot only of full citizen’s rights, but of 
liberty, which he does not obtain in modern 
‘holy Russia;’ of fraternity, which, to say the 
least, is not always evident in thoughtful Ger- 
many; of equality, which does not close cer- 
tain schools and hotels to Jews and blackball 
them at clubs, as it does nearer home. Here 
and abroad injustice is too frequently com- 
mitted against us. Is it wrong for us to 
‘preach sermons in stones’ by pointing to any 
edifice we erect for practical purposes, and 
which we build to demonstrate that we con- 
tribute quite our share of all the elements 
which buiid up a nation’s greatness and good- 
ness? Itis by our works that we shall show 
our worth, e must never sink our individ- 
uality as Jews. Neither will the Christiane 
let us do so, for that matter.

Facts About Finger Nails. 


From the Medical Classics. 

The average rate of growth of the finger 
nails has been estimated at one millimetre, or 
two-fifths of a line per week; a rate quadruple 


to that of toe nails, which require four wecks 
to grow the same iength. This growth con- 
tinues with little vuriation, even during 
disease, but the portion of the nail then 
formed isthinner, and deficient in strength. 
In sudden and acute diseases, and in those 
accompanied with extreme debility, this at- 
tenuation is sufficient to mark the nails with 
deep transverse grooves, the upper surface of 
which is abrupt and clearly marked. In scrof- 
ulous subjects, these marks, together with 
peculiar varieaations, are very commonly ob- 
servable- Extreme anxiety and menzal de- 
pression have the same effect on the nails as 
pbpsical disease. 

It is interesting to watch the histors of a case 
of disease as recorded upon the finger nails, 
When we look at the patient s nails, we see on 
each of them a distinct ridge, showing that 
the portion of the nail which has grown since 
the acute attack is much thinnedout. Take, 
for instance, a man in whom au acute double 
pneumonia occured a few weeks ago. You 
will see on his finger nails the ridge showing 
the acutenes ofthe attack. Thisis quite dis- 
tinct, and is seen on ull ofthe nails. These 
marks are very interesting, and tell us a per- 
fectly straight stery. They will remain for at 
least two years. 

If a person tells you that he has broken his 
arm within eighteen months, you will see the 
ridges on the natls of the hand of the affected 
side. while will be absent on those of the other 
side. Ifyou are told that a patieut has had 
typhoid fever, look at his nails, and if the 
statement is correct, you will find the ridges. 
The more acute the iliness, the sharper will 
be the ridge. When the iliness comes on, the 
nutrition of the body, including that of the 
nail, ceases. We all know about the hair fall- 
ing out after a disease like typhoid fever. It 
only begins to fall out after the growth bas 
recommenced and the halris coming out of 
the follicle. 

The nall isa much more enduring evidence 
of disease. If there has been an acute rneu- 
matism coming on within a few hours, with a 
temperature of 104 deg. or 105 deg., the nails 
will be cut down snarply. The nails look as 
though they had been cut across. In typhoid 
fever, wherethe disease comes on gradually, 
there is not sucha sharp cutting out of the 
nail. There will rather be an area of thinning, 
which wfll not be seen until the nail grows be- 
yond the white mark at its base. 

Biting the nails should be avoided as a dirty 

and disagreeable habit, and one utterly de- 
structive to their beauty, strength and use- 
fulness. Thie habit is indicative of an irrita- 
ble or nervous temperament, of mental anx- 
lety, despondency, thoughtfulness, and I 
know not whatelse- At all events. it is easily 
acquired, rapidly grows on one, and is ex- 
tremely difficult te leave off. Nothing but a 
strong will and perseverance will enable those 
addicted to it to do the last. Rubbing the tips 
of the fingers with aloes, extract of quussia, 
assafctida, or some other disagreeabie sub- 
stance, is commonly adopted to remove the 
habitin children. 
The finger nails of Americans are likely to be 
dry, and to break easily. Vaseline rubbed on 
the nails aftor woshing the hands will doa 
world of good todry nails. Manicures first 
bathe the band a long time in hot water, then 
with scissors and knives clean and ent the 
nails, and remove the superfluous skin about 
onyx, next they polish the nails with buck- 
skin and fine powder, and finally wash the 
hand agoin n hot water with soap. After dry- 
ing, the natle are polished with a fine brush, 
and are rubbed with a rosy unguent to give to 
them a shell pink.

AMERICAN NOBILITY. 


A Remarkable Record of a Kemarkable 
Family. 


From an Exchange. 

The principles of heredity has received a 
most striking illustration in the case of family 
and kinsmen of ex- President Theodore 
Dwight Woolsey of Yale College, who died at 
New. Huven recently at the age of 88. Dr. 
Woolsey was a descendent of James Pier- 
pont, the famous native of Roxbury, who, 
having become dissatisfied with the liberal 
tendencies of Harvard College, induced Elibu 
Yale to found a more conservative school at 


New Haven. The present President of Yale, 
Timothy Dwight, is also a descendant of the 
same founder; and the bistory of the families 
of Dwight is interwoven with that of the fami- 
lies of Edwards and Pierrepont, who have 
given many illustrious names to American 
history and letters. It is no mere coincidence 
that both Woolsey and Dwight, nineteenth 
century presidents of Yale, should both have 
been great-great-grandsons of the principal 
founder of the college; for the ‘‘high 
thinking and plain living’’ of the early 
families who were closely associated with the 
institution, developi themselves into a 
hereditary impetus of ability, were quite 
likely to supply the qualities needed in future 
presidents. These allied families have not 
been merely Yale families, by any means; 
they have given the worid, since Jonathan 
Edwards, whose fame as a theologian and 
metapbysician is world-wide, menand women 
who are eminent in many lines; such men, 
for instance, as Tryo Edwards the 
theologian, Pierrepont Edwards the lawyer, 
and Henry Pierrepont Edwards the judge; 
John Pierpont, the poet; William Constable 
Pierrepont, astronomer, mathematician and 
politician; Edwards Pierrepont, jurist 
and diplomatist Timothy Dwight, 
President of Tale College in the eighteenth 
century; Theodore Dwight, senior and 
oo journalists and authors; Benjamin 

ooleey Dwight, physician; Benjamin Wood- 
bridge Dwight, educator; Theodore William 
— jurist; Timothy Dwight, the present

Food for Infants After They Are Weaned. 


From an Exchange. 

„What shall we feed the baby after he is 
weaned?’’ “ 

This is a question which many answer by 
placing baby at the table and giving him 
meat, potatoes, bread, even tea and coffee. 
If that does not kill the little fellow, orif he is 
strong enough to throw off most of the poison 
from his little stomach, his fond parents au- 
nounce to more careful ones, Our baby eats 
anything, and think him superior to babies 
who do not. 

To take a baby from a diet almost exclusive 
of milk and piace before him all kinds of rich 
food is wicked. A year-old baby with six o1 
eight teeth will not be satisfied with wil 
alone after he is weaned, but be should make 
his meal chiefly from it. 

A physician who has charge of a home where 
there areanumber of small children, gives 
the following suggestions for feeding a year- 
old baby just weaned: 

A balf pint of fresh milk,sweetened, given 
in a bottle or — 5 for the first meal. After it 
is taken, asmali piece of stale bread witha 
little butter on it, to be bitten off and chewed 
by baby to exercise his teeth. Such a piece uf 
bread, or a hard cracker, can be given as soon 
as two teeth are through.

GOV. LOWRY’S REQUISITION, 


Pugilist' Jake Kilrain’s Fight 
Proves Futile. 


NV Telegravh to the Post-DIsPartcr. 

BALTIMORE, Md., August 23.—Kilrain’s fight 
against Gov. Lowry’s requisition availed 
nothing. Judge Duffy, after hearing all that 
lawyer Joe White had to Say yesterday, curtly 
remanded the pugilist to the tender mercy of 
the Mississippi authorities, and last evening 
Jake, accompanied by Detective Childs, went 
South to take his medicine. It was generally 
understood that the case would be heard at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning, and consequently 
acrowd filled the Oourt-house at an early 
hour. Nearly all of them were sport- 
ing characters and well-known men 
about town. Detective Ohilds and 
Marshal Frey were the first to appear. Kil- 
rain remained at the office of his counsel until 
word was sentthat the Court was ready to 
take up the habeas corpus case. As the pu- 
gilist entered the court-room with Mr. White, 
the crowd outside the rail was so dense that 
only by dint of pushing and hustling was suf- 
ficient space obtained to squeeze through. 
Kilrain, who was neatly attired, looked very 
much cast down, and as he took his seat gazed 
anxiously atthe Judge, as though to divine 
his fate. No time was lost. After State’s 
Attorney Kerr had made a statement of 
the case Mr. White arose and said it would 


be a great hardship foracitizen of Maryland 
to be sent to Mississippi at this time for trial. 
The court there, he said, would adjourn next 
Saturday, and no trial could be beld until Jan- 
uary. He asked that bail be accepted for his 
client’s 8 for trial in Mississippi. 

Judge Duffy replied: Au agent of the 
State of Mississippi was here last Saturday, 
ready to take Kiirain South. He could have 
bad plenty time for trial before Saturday had 
he gone then. I won't do what you ask, Mr. 
White,’’

been issued on evidence satisfactory to the 
Governor that Kilrain was a tugitive from 
justice from the State of Mississippi, and he 
cited several authorities to support his posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Kerr, for the State, said in reply that 
the warrant wasinthe usual form and had 
again and again been recognized by the courts 
of this State as sufficient. 

After Judge Duffy had rendered his decision 
States Attorney Kerr scribbied a few words on 
the back of the State warrant and handed it to 
Marshal Frey. Then Kilrain, sandwiched be- 
tween the Marshal and Detective Gault, made 
his way out of the court. In the corridor the 
party was joined by Mr. Chiids and Sheriff 
George r Followed by a crowd of men 
and ys Jake and his captors walked ata 
rapid pace down Lexington street to the Mar- 
shal’s office in the City Hall. At the door two 
of Kilrain’s friends— n, the proprietor of 
the How street restaurant, and John 
Rooney, his bondsmen, joined the crowd. 
Sorgt. Rhinehart and asquad of policemen were 
stationed in front of the office door to hold 
back the swarm of willing humanity. Kilrain 
quickly took a seat in a corner, and after con- 
sultation between the officers, the Marshal 
adjusted his glasses, and, addressing the 
Sheriff sald: ‘‘Mr. Sheriff and gentlemen, Mr. 
Kilrain will accompany Mr. Childs to-night.

JIMMY HOPE RELEASED. 


Against It 


The Career of a Daring and Successfal Bank 
Rebber. 


Aununx, N. T., August 23.—Jimmy Hope, 
the famous bank robber, was discharged from 
prison this morning, his time having expired. 
He left for New York. 


Jimmy Hope, alias Old Man Hope, is one of 
the most successful and daring bank burglars 


in America. He hails from Philadelphia 
and has deen actively concerned in 
some of the most important bank 


robberies committed in this country during 
the pastthirty years. He has also won re- 
nown in crooked circles by his marvelous 
ingenuity in breaking jail, the famous prison 
at Auburn, N. „ having yielded to 
his persistent breaks for 1 2 Hope first 
came iuto prominence in 1870 in connection 
with the robbery of a paymaster’s safe in the 

Philadelphia Naval Yard. He nexs entered 

Smith’s bank at Perry, N. 1. For this 

job he got flye years at Auburn. He es- 

cap after three years. Aided by 
his gang e soon after captured the 
cashier of the First National Bank at WII- 
mington, Del., and imprisoned the whole 
family in the bouse. Before the job could 
be completed a servant escaped and the gang 
was captured. Hope got ten years, but es- 
caped from jail while awaiging transportation 
to the pen. The next crime with which he 
is accased is the murder of Cashier 

Barron of the Dexter Bank of Maine. 

This was never proven on him. 

The Wellsboro (Pa.) Bank was entered in 

September, 1874. The note facto {Armee rob- 

bery in which Hope ever participated was 

that of the Manhattan Savings Institution, 
in the heart of New York city. Aided by con- 
federates this wonderful man bnrrowed under 
the building and succeeded in carrying away 
$2,747,700 in registered securities. His son, 

John Hope, le now serving twenty years in 

Sing Sing for this crime. 

In June, 1881, Hope was sentenced to seven 
ears and six months in Sap Quentin prison in 
alifornia for attempting to carry away $600,- 

000 in money and securities from a San Fran- 

cisco bank. His term expired in 1886, when 

he was sent to Auburn to serve his unexpired 
term. Hope is now 53 years of age.

FIELD AND NAGLE IN COURT. 

Some of the newspapers are needlessly 
excited about an alleged conflict of juris- 
diction between Federal and State author- 
ity in the criminal prosecutions growing 
out of the killing of Terry. There can 
be no conflict of Federal and State law 
because one or the other must be void 
whenever they antagonize each other. 
Nor is there likely to be any serious con- 
flict of jurisdiction between Federal and 
State courts growing out of the fact that 
Fin and Nadz were officers of the 
United States courts. 

Having been arrested by State author- 
ity these two officers of the United States 
are brought before a United States Court 
on a writ of habeas corpus merely to have 
it decided whether or not they 
are imprisoned for lawful acts 
done in pursuance of their official 
duties. Justice FID, who has invoked 
this Federal Court jurisdiction, delivered 
a dissenting opinion when the Supreme 
Court decided that the Federal courts 
have jurisdiction when for an offi- 
clal act a Federal officer is charged 
with crime in a State court. But 
it is immaterdal whether FIELD and NAGLE 
are tried in State or Federal courts, they 
will all the same be tried under State law 
and by a jury of the vicinage. 

The Federal Court may find, as almost 
any other court would, thatthere is no 
basis for a criminal charge against Justice 
FIELD and no lawful ground for his de- 
tention. His discharge, however, would 
not prevent his being indicted and tried 
afterwards, 

As for NAGLx, there certainly is ground 
for holding him and his indictment for 
homicide in any degree by a State court 
would simply raise the question whether 
or not the killing was justified by his offi- 
cial duty as a United States Marshal act- 
ing under the orders of the United States 
authorities. His right to have the trial of 
that indictment transferred to the United 
States Court is provided for by law and if 
he did not choose to exercise it any un- 
favorable result of the trial in the State 
courts could be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. No matter where 
he is tried it is extremely improbable that 
he will be found guilty of any serious 
offense.

MONOPOLY VERSUS COMMON RIGHT. 
When Russia tried to make a monopoly 
af the fur seal fishery she failed, because 
the United States and all other nations 
objected. They objected although Rus 
sia owned both shores and all the islands of 
that sea, and therefore had a ‘stronger 
basis for her claim of exclusive jurisdic- 
tion than either Russia or the United 
States now has since they have pretended 
to divide that sea between them. 

Our Government then took strong 
ground against any monopoly of the right 
to take seals or fish outside of the three- 
mile limit in Behring’s Sea, and defended 
the right of any American vessel to fish 
there for anything worth catching. We 
flouted the pretense that a monopoly would 
or could protect seal life. But now 
under this notoriously false and fraudu- 
lent pretense of protecting seal life, our 
Government is not only closing the seal 
fishery of the hich seas against our own 
citizens, but incurring great expense and 
liability for heavy damages in pretending 
to drive out the vessels of other nations, 
to create a fur seal monopoly for the ex- 
clusive benefit of political favorites and 
contributors to campaign funds. 

There is abundance of evidence that this 
monopoly has neither protected seal life 
nor confined its killing to the number of 
animals it could lawfully kill and has paid 
for. The granting of such a monopoly is 
as un-American and as violative of com- 
mon right and public policy as would be a 
monopoly of the right to take mackerel, 
ood or other fish on our shores or on the 
high seas. 

The statute forbidding anybody but the 
Alaska Commercial Co. to kill seals or 
other fur-bearing animals “in Alaska 
Territory or in the waters thereof,“ has 
not yet been heid by our own courts as 
operative against the taking of seals be- 
yond the three-mile limit by our own citi- 
zens. If it cannot stop them, it is no bar 
to foreign fishermen in the same seas, 
But it is notorious that we dare not and 
do not pretend to punish foreign fisher- 
men caught killing seals there and that 
we cannot enforce this law against them 
for fishing outside of the three-mile limit,

The Silver Convention. 


Fr om the Rocky Mountain News, Denver, Colo. 

At this particular time when the attention of 
European financiers and statesmen is directed 
to the restoration of silver and when the lead- 
ing business men of this country must admit 
its important bearing upon the prosperity of 
our people, preventing, as it does, a close 
money market when the crops are to be 
moved, it is important that Colorado, the 
leading State in the silver column, 
send a strong delegation to the st. 
Louls convention which, as Hon. 
John M. 8. Eagan of Clear Creek County says, 
will be national in its scope and character. It 
will bring together forthe first time the lead 
interests of Iowa, Illinois and Missouri, and 
the silver lead miners of Colorado, Utah, Mon- 
tana, Idaho and Nevada, as well as the strong 
friends of the white metal in the new States 
and in Califorfiia, Oregon, Texas and other 
great Commonwealths who are not wedded to 
the Eastern bankers’ idea of scarce money and 
one metal, 

The St. Louis convention is so important 
in its bearing upon the chief interest of 
Colorado and the adjoining Territories that we 
cail attention now tothe necessity for taking 
steps in time to secure delegations who will 
represent the mining, smelting and commer- 
cial interests of our people, not necessarily 
made up of orators, but rather of men whose 
names carry weight when used in connection 
with topics of this nature. 

The experience of Europe as pointed out by 
recent dispatches to the State Department, has 
been anything but favorable with currency 
made up exclusively of gold. As the Salt 
Lake Tribune—a gallant advocate of silver 
well says: 


Let the pressure tighten a little more, and 
under the unbearable torture some one will 
finally utter a cry that will be heard. A year 
ago the farmers of Great Britain sent a delega- 
tion to Lord Salisbury, and they explained 
that the agriculturists of their country were 
losing $75,000,0000 annually because of thé 
demonetization of silver—that lands were 
falling in value, from the same cause, at an 
appailing rate, and begged for relief. The 
answer was that England, to maintain her 
commercial supremacy, must have cheap 
food, and that a movement which would in- 
crease the price of food would stop trade 
and cover England with riots. 
That is, the substance of what hesaid was 
that the agriculturists being in a mighty 
minority must suffer for the good of the ma- 
jority. But it seems that excuse will not much 
longer be tolerated. And if that is the condi- 
tion in England, what of the 8,000,000 of farm 
ers and planters in our own country? How 
much longer can they bear the shameful rob- 
bery? It ls a questlon which some gentiemen 
who secretly nurse the belief that they are 
statesmen in this country, had better begin to 
study, or they will have arude awakening one 
of these fair mornings. 


Of course the lead question, in case Secre- 
tary Windom delays his decision until the 
convention meets, will come in fora large 
share of attention. The price of lead is now 
so important a tactor in mining for silver that 
the one metal cannot well be debated without 
bringing up the other. But this is an addi- 
tional reason why nothing should be left un- 
done in the mining States and Territories to 
insure the success of the gathering at St. 
Louis. 


The Foster Mother of Monopoly. 
From the New York WorLD. 

The ‘‘very Am and essence of protection’’ 
isto enable the home manufacturer to charge 
more for his product than he would be able to 
do withoutit. If this is not the effect ofa 
duty then it fails to ‘‘protect.’’ The direct 
eltect of this system of bounties is to stimu- 
late an artificial increase of the production 
thus favored. Moneymakers are anxious to 
share in the profits from over-charging. The 
natural result is overproduction, and this 
leads to a trust or other combination to ‘‘re- 
strict competition and to artifically and ar- 
bitrarily advance prices. 

Protection favors this by shutting out or re- 
stricting foreign imports, leaving the home 
market at the mercy of the conspirators. 
And thus the tariff becomes the ‘‘foster- 
mother of trusts.’’ 

The truth of all this has been a hundred 
times established. It is illustrated just now 
in the operations of the Sugar Trust, the 
White Lead Trust, the Jute-Bagging and 
Twine Trusts, the Linseed-Oll Trust and a 
score of other tariff-promoted ‘‘trade con- 
spiracies.’’ The campaign of education pro- 
ceeds at a rapid pace. 


An American Abroad.

The United States and Latin America, 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The approaching conference of the various 
countries of America, to take place in Wash- 
ington, D. O., at an early date, prompts me 
toremind the business men of the United 


States thatthe mercantile relations between 
this country and the Latin-American repub- 
lics have thus far been trifling and,by coming 
to a mutual and general understanding with 
the republics of South and Central America, 
we shall cause a revival of business to take 
place, which will be beneficial to all con- 
cerned. 

The great bulk of the South and Central 
American trade has been, for years past, ab- 
sorbed by European nations, ina very profit- 
able way; so if United States manufacturers 
will establish outlets for their products in the 
direction of foreign countries, they will soon 
ascertain that they are doing a well-paying 
business, and complaints about over-produc- 
tion will cease. 

In the United States are many firms who 
manufacture the same kinds of goods, and by 
notexportingaportion of them they over- 
stock the home market. The more we shall 
export, the less we shall feel the evils of com - 
petition at home. 

That which is wanted is: Quality and prices 
to compete favorably with those of European 
producers and sellers; moderate customs 
duties for the exchange of products between 
the United States and the tin republics of 
America, and vice versa; plain and explicit 
treaties to prevent errors and misunderstand.

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NEW ENGINES OF WAR. 


A HIGHLY INTERESTING TRIAL OF PNEU- 
MATIC GUNS AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Successful Test of the Dynamite Cruiser Ve- 
suvius’ Armament—Twelve Shots Fired— 
Projectiles Used Plugs Representing the 
Weight of the Regulation Shell—Descrip- 
tion of the Guns—Naval Officials Pleased. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 2%.—A highly 
interesting and successful trial of the pneu- 
matic gun armament of the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius was made yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of Lieut. Seaton Schroeder and 
Lieut. Wm. F. Fullam of the navy. Lieut. 
Schroeder is to command the Vesuvius as soon 
as she is put in commission, and Lieut. Ful- 
lam is to be second in command. The trial 
yesterday was made inthe Delaware River 
near Petty’s Island. Twelve shots were fired 
in quick succession, although there was no at- 
temptto attain rapidity of fire since the 
vessel was in a tideway and had 
to be carefully pointed before each shot. The 
projectiies used were plugs representing the 
weight of the regulation shell, which contains 
200 pounds of high explosive. The weight of 
these plugs was 500 pounds, and some un- 
steadiness in flight was due tothe fact that 
the center of gravity was not placed as it 
would be in the regular shells, which are per- 
fectly steady in flight, and which therefore 
attain a much greater range. The regulation 
shells were not used in the trial, as they 
are far more expensive than the plugs, which 
answer all purposes in experiments. The hy- 
draulic mechanism for working the gun was 
in every way satisfactory. Many alterations 
to secure additional safety and efficiency had 
been made which necessarily caused delay in 
the date of trial. Allthe operations of load - 
ing were performed smoothly and without a 
single hitch. The lower section of the gun 
barrel is first lowered into a horizontal posi- 
tion. Five shells for each gun are carried ina 
five-barreled reservoir which revolves like 
the cartridge holder in an ordl- 
nary revolver. The lower section of 
the gun barrel having been lowered, a 


shell is pushed in from the resorvoir into the 
breech section of the gun barrel by a hydrau- 
lic rammer. The breech section is then mised 
by bydraulic 2 and joined to the rest of 
the gun barrel, and the flve-barrel reservoir is 
turned ona central shaft to bring another 
shell in position for loading. A signal is made 
— the captain in the pilot tower that the 
gun is 


READY TO BE FIRED. 

Automatic arrangements prevent the possibil- 
ity of fring before the gun is ready. The con- 
tract with the Government stipulates that five 
shots shall be fired from each of 
the three guns in ten minutes, or 
ashot everytwo minutes. The mechanism 
is such that it is possible to fire one shot per 
minute, thus far exceeding requirements in 
this respect. Since the guns are built into the 
ship ät a fixed elevation the range of projectile 
must be controlied by compressed air. Pow- 
erful pumps are used to compress the air in 
the storage reservoirs up to a pressure of 2,000 
pounds per square inch, the capacity of the 
reservoirs being sufficient to supply air for at 
least twenty sheets in succession. Before 
each sheet a valve is opened admitting air 
from the storage reservoirs into the firing 
reservoirs until the pressure is observed 
to rise to about 1. pounds per square 
inch, when the vaive is closed. The firing 

ressure, therefore, will never be greater 
han 1,000 pounds per square inch. The firing 
valve controls the admission of the air from 
the firing reservoirs to the breech of the gun 
in the rear of the projectile. It is evident 
that if the valve is left open sothat air from 
the firing reservoir will continue to flow into 
the gun barrelas long as the projectile re- 
mains in, the greatest range will de attained. 
The shorter the time during which the firing 
valve is left open the less the amount of air 
that will be admitted to the gun and theshort- 
er the range of the projectile. The smaller the 
charge of powder putin an ordinary gun the 
smaller the volume of gas formed and the less 
the range. To secure this cutting off of the air 
between the firing reservoir and the gun is the

Market Forecast. 


Weather continues favorable in this country 
and improving abroad. 

Wheat had to get out of the rut, and as there 
was no outside speculation to bull it, the 
talent went in and broke It. 

St. Louis, during the past week, has bought 
corn largely from the country, mainly for this 
month’s arrival. So confident are the farmers 
of another big crop that they are disposed to 
market old corn freely, and with a falling off 
in exports stocks inthe leading markets are 
likely to soon show a considerable increasc. 

One of the last estimates from California 
places the crop of wheat in that State at 
56,035,000 bushels from 8,553,615 acres, against 
28,451,000 bushels last year from 2,351,000 acres. 

The amount of wheat on passage to the 
United Kingdom from the Black Sea, Sea of 
Azov and the Danube is 8,428,000 bushels, 
against 1,048,000 bushels this time last year. 
The amount on passage from Australia is now 
336,000, against 3,916,000 bushels one year ago, 
and from the Argentine Republic none, against 
872,000 one year ago. The amount now on 
passage from California and Oregon is 2,528,000 
bushels more than last year. 

From August 1. 1888, to July 15, 1889, France 
imported of foreign wheat and flour the equiv- 
alent of 49,116,000 bu wheat, against 29,680,000 
bu for the corresponding time in 1887 and 1888. 

The quantity and quality ofthe rye crop of 
France are satisfactory, but growers still 
inake loud complaints upon its unremunera- 
tive value, owing to the competition with 
foreign maize, which enters duty free and 
to which distillers give the preference, 

The Echo Agricole estimates that the French 
wheat crop of this year will range between 
312,000,000 to 325,000,000 bu. The crop last year

DOMESTICATING THE BUFFALO, 


How the Large-Headed Bovine Is Killed and 
Can Be Profitably Bred. 


From the New York Herald. 

O. J. Jones, the veteran buffalo hunter of 
America, was in Denver recently on his way 
to his home from Ogden, Utah, where he 
lately sold a one-half interest in his buffalo 
herd in Kansas. He is the gentleman who 
tes hers the idea of raising the buffalo for 


aomestic purposes, and in an interview to- 
Gay gave some interesting facts relating to 
his early days as a hunter and his p- hobby 
of domesticating this nuw almost ~atinct trace 
of bovines. 

HOW HE KILLED THEM. 

“a * — hunting the buffalo in 1871. I have 
killed from forty to sixty buffaloes in one 
hunt. I Hgured outa plan of my own to cor- 
rai them upon the prairie. I made an effort to 
get in front of the herd when they were trav- 
eling, so that they would come within about 
twenty yards of me in passing. I then shot 
the leader through the heart and dropped her 
in her tracks. The leader was generally a 
cow, the old bulis being lazy and usually 
lagging behind. The herd would fall back 
in the direction from which they came 
about one hundred yards, stopping to 
turn around and look tor danger. In 
a few minutes one of the cowsled out to go 
around on one side or the other and I wouid 
drop her as I did the firat. They would again 
fall back ashort distance and huddie up to- 
gether. After a short pause another cow 
might undertake to go around on the otber 
side and invarlably met the same fate as the 
other two. The herd after this was sure to 
form a close group upon the ground, where 
they halted after the firstshot, as buffaloes 
never retrace their steps but a short distance. 

Nov, they had trouble on three sides and 
on the other was their back track, and I was 
free to shoot down as many as I wanted, pro- 
vided Idid not fire too rapidly and alarm 
them. Whenever one would attempt to lead 
away Imade sureto kill it, and thus taught 
the others that it was sure death to the 
leaders. 

„To bo ture it was very cruel, but I could 
hear the crack of guns on every side, and 1 
thought I would have my share. 

COUNTERACTING SLAUGHTER. 

‘*ls00n realized that these animals would 
soon be extinct, and in 18841 began to gather 
up the calves to atone for my slaughter. It 
was a very difficult matter to raise them, and 
at first I lost 50 per cent of them, but ter a 
little experience 1 could save 90 per cent. 
The calVes when caught over 8 months old 
cannot be raised—the cage breaks their heart 
and they give up in disgust. I continued my 
efforts, however, and soon had a fine stock of 
calves on my ranch, near Garden City. At 
the close of 1884 I had only sucveeded in rais- 
ing four, the next year seren and the next 
twenty-two, and this year 1 have twenty-one 
full-blooded calves and my herd to-day num- 
bers nearly one hundred.

sf “The undersigned hereby announce that they 
have this day become sole owners and pro- 

rietors of the business and name of the At- 
anta Rubber Co., and desire a continuance of 
the liberal patronage which this company has 
heretofore enjoyed. Respectfully, 
„C. H. CHASE, 
G. F. COVELL.’’ 

Mr. Chase was seen by a reporter to-day and 
asked why the change in membership of the 
firm had been made. 

„Mr. Covell and myself,“ he replied, “were 
formerly part owners of the business with 
Gen. Lewis. He was more a consulting member 
than an active member, and was President of 
the company, because he owned a large 
sbare of the business. After the Post-office 
muss had placed him in an unfortunate po- 
sition it wasevident that our business was 
being injured.

IN THE TERRITORY. 

But to find game in abundance the hunter 
should go to tbe Indian Territory. This is 
the great reservoir of ame for the 
entire Southwest, and this year it 
will be a true sportsman’s paradise. The sec- 
tion just west of the centre should be chosen, 
where the woodland joins the prairie. The 
quail are so thick that you can almost knock 
them down with a stick,and in walking across 
asmall wheat fleld I have started a dozen 
large coveys. The prairie chickens aie 
almost as numerous,and the whirr of their 
wings can be heard on every side. In the 
woods the wild turkeys are plenty, and in two 
hours Isaw nearly a dozen deer. Even the 
wild pigeons, once so numerous but now 80 
scarce, have increased tremendously, and one 
may see some of the old-fashioned flights. 
Altogether the prospect is spiendid and the 
markets ought to be filled with game as soon 
as the law permits shooting.
